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Local voices speak out 
on marathon terror

= WILMINGTON / BOSTON - Monday after- 
noon a total of 28 local runners laced up their 
running shoes and geared up for the tremen- F 
dous challenge of running 26.2 miles in the |) 
117th annual Boston Marathon. But four hours 
and nine minutes after the starting gun went 
off, those 28 runners and thousands of more 
runners and spectators heard and saw two 
bombs go off at the finish line of the course 
outside of Copley Plaza, which killed three 
people and injured over 183 more. 

The two bombs were reportedly packed with 
pellets, nails or metal shards. Scores remain 
hospitalized with broken bones, shredded 
muscles and head injuries. At least a dozen 
people lost one or more limbs from blasts that 
doctors say are typical of war zones and leave 
combat-style injuries. And some described 
horrific scenes, such as seeing a severed foot 


on the pavement.

“Like many other history 
geeks that live in the area, 
my. family began Patriots’ 
Day at 3:39 am, waking up 
late, and rushing to get cof- 
fee, get dressed, find warm 
socks, and head out the 
door to witness the re- 
enactment of the Battle of 
Lexington Green at dawn. 
We secured an ideal spot 
on the corner by the 
Jonathan Harrington 
House, ‘where the 
Minuteman owner died on 
the front steps at his wife’s 
feet after being wounded on 
the Common on April 19, 
1775. Jonathan was among 
this country’s first patriots. 
Then, on Monday after- 
noon we watched a differ- 
ent, horrifying scenario 
play out as someone tried 
to perturb the sunny, hope- 
ful day of the Boston 
Marathon into a scene of 
grisly death and dismem- 
berment. And while thou- 
sands did not finish -- lives 
were lost, even one young 8- 
year-old boy, and, nearly 


two hundred were wounded, - 


some severely — the spirit 
of the Boston Marathon 
could not be put down. 

;Within moments EMS and 
Police swarmed the scene, 
clearing out the healthy, 
triaging the wounded. 
Bystanders ran toward the 
wounded, pulling down the 
fencing to reach the fallen, 
giving of themselves to 
help those in need. 

Helping those in need. Is 
that not the true spirit of 
the Boston Marathon, 
beyond the sheer athleti- 


cism? So many volunteers 
work for months to ensure 
the marathon comes off 
without a hitch. So many 
runners, regular folks, run 
the marathon for a cause. 
Whether it's pediatric can- 
cer, breast cancer, MS, 
homelessness, diabetes, 
Neurofibromatosis, name a 
cause, and there is at least 
one runner raising money 
by giving of themselves and 
running those grueling 26.2 
miles from Hopkinton to 
the heart of Boston. 

But these bombs were not 
designed to hurt only run- 
ners. With their placement 
and detonation, these crude 
devices were designed to 
injure bystanders, _ fans, 
friends and family of run- 
ners. 

“I'll meet you at the finish 
line.” Isn’t that the de 
rigueur farewell any race 
morning between runners 
and the family or friends 
that will be waiting, cheer- 
ing them on? ; 

And so it was at the finish 
line that this crime, this act 
of terrorism, began. These 
bombs brought terror not 
just to Boston’s grid-like 
downtown streets, but like 
most other acts of terror, 
reigned fear across the 
world. Twitter lit up within 
thirty minutes of the explo- 
sions with news that organ- 
izers of the London 
Marathon and the World 
Athletic Championships in 
Moscow are raising securi- 
ty measures in light of 
Monday’s events. 

Waco (April 19, 1993), 
Oklahoma City (April 19, 
1995), Columbine (April 20, 
1999), Virginia Tech (April 
16, 2007)... all occurred on 
the third week in April. 
Two, Waco and Virginia 
Tech, occurred on Patriot’s 
Day in their respective 
years. Now we add the 
Boston Marathon, April 15, 
2013 to this tragic list. 

Ironically, Patriots’ Day is 
reinforced, hardened, by 
those bombs. Historians 
report Boston as the first 
city in this nation to foment 
revolution, the first city to 
say, “enough is enough.” 
That very same spirit of 
liberty will continue in this 
resilient place, and the 
Boston Marathon will hap- 
pen again next year.

Tierney address unfairness in economic system

WOBURN - Congressman 
John Tierney, (D.) expressed 
serious concerns for the sta- 
tus of the poor and the belea- 
guered American middle 
class during an emotional 


speech to the North 
Suburban Chamber of 
Gommerce. 


The high wage earners and 
‘wealthy in America continue 
td grow as a percentage of 
the Gross National Product, 
while the poor and middle 
class keep sliding on the 
nation’s wealth distribution 
charts, he said. 

- Tierney highlighted his talk 
with problems going on in the 
general economy, as well as 
happenings in. Washington, 
icluding deadlock between 
the Republican and 
Democratic leadership. 

He first talked about walk- 
ing through his district and 
talking to young people in 
their twenties “who are anx- 
igus and fearful.” The prob- 
lem is, he said, they can’t pay 
their bills so they just charge 
it - exasperating an already 
dire economic status. “They 
have a dismal job situation 
that they have gotten into 
and a salary scenario that is 
too low,” he reflected. 

The same is true, he said, 


about their parents, who 
want to help their children 
but are now concerned about 
losing their homes. “They’re 
worried about the recession 
and their homes being under 
water.” In addition, the 
thought about retirement but 
with the recession and ques- 
tionable status of Social 
Security being under attack, 
it is difficult, he remarked. 

“The problem of equality i is 
just out there,” he felt. 

He showed a video for ten 
minutes reflecting the views 
of a Harvard professor who 
interviewed people recently 
and found that 92% of 
Americans felt the nation’s 
wealth and day-to-day 
resources should be more 
equitably distributed. The 
video showed the “reality as 
opposed to the perception” 
the: disproportionate of 
wealth in the country. The 
actual distribution is highly 
skewed in favor of the rich, 
pointed out Tierney with his 
video. 

Some 1% of the nation has 
some 40% of the nation’s 
wealth, according to the pre- 
senters. And, it has gotten 
worse “in the last 20-30 
years.” 

“Nobody believes that it 
should be socialism but many 
believe things should be fair- 


er,” remarked Tierney after 
showing a brief video. 
Tierney cites high unemploy- 
ment and “the gap” between 
the rich and the rest of the 
country as the biggest issues 
the country is facing. “It’s an 
equality issue that we have to 
address on that basis.” 

At several junctures, 
Tierney, who worked for a 
Salem law firm for 20 years 
in the 1970s-1996, noted his 


_association with businesses 


and the fact he was once the 
president of the Salem 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The problems, he said, was 
a four-step “process” starting 
with the tax cuts of the Bush 
administration. The second, 
he felt, was the costly war in 
Iraq “for many reasons” and 
into Afghanistan. The war, he 
said, was not only a bad idea 
“but 1/2 of the people serving 
are now getting disability 
checks.” The costs, he added, 
are in the $2-$3 trillion dol- 
lars. (about 15% of the 
deficit). The Medicare drug 
benefit was a third contribu- 
tor, he added, and then the 
recession itself hit. 

He said part of the answers 
were to get rid of the Bush 
tax cuts and to negotiate with 
the prescription drug compa- 
nies, not to mention the end- 
ing of the wars. “Put people 


back to work and we should 
be in pretty good shape,” 
Tierney surmised, while con- 
trolling defense spending. 

He said the President and 
Congress did cut back the 
budget $1-2 trillion in FY2011. 

As solutions, he felt, “we”, 
government, should create 
more fairness and promote 
incentives. “Then people 
would feel more secure.” 

The Work Force Investment 
Act was another issue with 
Tierney. The government, he 
said, should be there to help 
out the community colleges 
and their students. 

Basic research, too, with 
established firms like the 
area Raytheon firms should 
be encouraged. “It’s all about 
trying to get people back to 
work.” 

Financial reform from 
banks, he remarked, should 
also be structured to make 
certain they are assisting 
programs “that get people 
back to work.” 

“We can get a better tax 
structure and get rid of the 
loopholes,” he said in parting 
comments, noting a lot more 
can be done if issues are 
addressed properly. “The 
object isn’t just to focus on 
the deficit but to concentrate 
on policies that put people 
back to work.”

Travel next to the small town of 
Herkimer, famous for its “diamonds.”

of a crystal thirty seconds into our '

After cleaning up, follow Route 28 South 
toward Cooperstown. As you wind 
through farmland and tiny villages you'll 
feel a world away. Lodging is reasonably 
priced, especially inthe off- season, with 
several national chains available. In the 
morning, head to the Baseball Hall of 
Fame. A combination ticket covering the 
hall, the Farmer's Museum and the 
Fenimore Art museum, all terrific and 


- worthy stops, is what we chose. The scav- 


enger hunt at the Hall of Fame is a great 
way to move kids through the museum 
and keep them engaged, even if they are 
not fans. 

Plan a picnic lunch by the shore of Lake 
Otsego near Council Rock, a short walk 
from the Hall of Fame. 
This is the start of the 
Susquehanna River, and 
an ancient Native 
American gathering spot. 
Head over to the nearby 
Farmer's Museum for the 
rest of your afternoon. 
This working village is 
filled with authentic 1800- 
era buildings, all from 
within 100 miles’ of 
Cooperstown, reconstruct- 
ed and well maintained. 
Don't miss the carousel, a 
real American folk art 
treasure for New York. 
Look carefully at the 
ground and you may find 
fossils. The geology of the 
area is limestone and flint 
and shell fossils dot the 
stones used to line the 
walkways. The Famous 
Foods of New York display 
in the "Cow Palace” may 
prompt a visit to the local 
grocery to grab some spe- 
cialty foods, including 
Saratoga Chips and 
Spiedies marinade. 

Use the last morning of 
trip to visit the 
Fenimore, which has an 
amazing Native American 
artistry collection includ- 
ing woven baskets, bead 
work, and painted animal 
hides-truly worth seeing. 
The collection of American 
Folk art and tintypes from 
the battle at Gettysburg 
were bonus exhibits and 
equally impressive, as was 
the James Fenimore 
Cooper room.

“Alcohol and drugs, we cannot 
just leave [teaching it] to 
home. I don’t believe the 
DARE program in 4th and 5th 


grade is enough for our school 
district, we can do better.” 
When asked how she would 
work with the current board, 
Leone said, “I think that we all 
bring our own voices to add ta 


every side of an issue and we 


can definitely come together 
and put in place policies that 
will benefit the students and 
staff, and support the superin- 
tendent. 

“T have a lot to offer this com- 
mittee. ’'m a team player, but 
I'm not afraid to voice my own 
concerns on issues.” 

Leone recently went back ta 
work as a surgical coordinator 
for a Stoneham surgeon, atid 
says that she understands the 
challenges parents face raisirig 
children in today’s world:

WILMINGTON - Thursday, 


April 11th, at approximately 
2:00 p.m., Wilmington fire 
and police _— personnel 
responded to an incident at 
36 King Street. 

According to preliminary 
reports, 76-year-old George 
Suprenant was standing next 
to a tractor when he reached 
over and engaged the 
starter. The vehicle started 
to move and knocked him 
down. The tractor then 
advanced a few feet and 
ended up on top of 


Suprenant, Fire Chief Ed 
Bradbury told the Crier. 

Bradbury arrived on scene 
just behind police respon- 
ders. He did not speak 
directly with Suprenant, but 
commented that the victim 
was conscious and alert up 
on his arrival. 

In addition to Bradbury, 
Tower 1, Engine 2, Engine 4, 
an ambulance, and several 
police officers reported to 
the scene to assist in the res- 
cue. : 

“It was a fine effort by the 
firefighters on the scene to 
get him out quickly and 
safely,” Bradbury said.

Suprenant was transported 
via MedF light helicopter to 
Beth Israel Hospital in 
Boston.

According 
to Deputy Police Chief 
Robert Richter, police 
reports state that the inci- 
dent remains under investi- 
gation as to the exact cause 
of the accident. 
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Local voices aa out on Marathon terror: 
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well under the three-and-a- 
half hour mark and about 35- 
40 minutes later, a much 
larger stream of runners 
came’ pouring in with the 
average four hour time and 
at the 4:09 mark is when the 
first of two bombs went off. 
- A handful of runners from 
Wilmington shared their sto- 
ries with the Town Crier, 
with what they witnessed 
and how close they, as well 
as their family members and 
friends, were to the bombs 
and the awful tragic scene. 

Jarrod MacKenzie, a 2000 
Wilmington High School 
graduate, works for 
American Ambulance and is 
a: . Paramedic/Operations 
Supervisor, and he was one 
of many paramedics on the 
scene-who saw it all. 

"I don't even know how to 
explain what happened," he 
said‘on Wednesday morning. 
"I'm still trying to process it. 
All I saw was blood, body 
parts, and bodies, and did 
some running because of 
what we thought were extra 
devices in the area. There 
was Ro one person involved - 
- I-was just one person of a 
team effort.” 

. For-one Wilmington resi- 
dent: who participated in 
Monday’s Boston Marathon, 
the day turned from one of 
great~ joy to sadness and 
frustration. It also nearly 
turned tragic for the runner, 
who asked to remain anony- 
mous, and his family. 

* The runner’s wife, there to 
support him like so many 
other families on what was 
supposed to be a celebratory 
day, was fortunate to escape 
in the tragic blast that killed 
three and injured nearly 200 
more. 

_The Wilmington runner 
shared his story of what hap- 
pened when he finally reunit- 
ed with his wife after a very 
difficult journey during 
which the couple was unable 
to communicate with each 
other” — 

The runner estimates that 
he was about two miles from 
the finish when the explo- 
sions occurred, and in the 
first few minutes after the 
explosions there was no 


information so the race con- 
tinued. Just after Kenmore 
Square he was stopped along 
with a large crowd of run- 
ners and was told what had 
happened and that he would 
have to turn back. 

What follows is his story of 
trying to communicate and 
finally reunite with his wife. 

"I heard someone say ‘two 
bombs went off at the finish 
line. I panicked. I knew my 
wife was waiting in the finish 
line grandstand for me. It 
was 3:11pm. I took my phone 
out of my running belt, there 
was a text from my wife sent 
at 2:52 pm. It read ‘2 bombs 
at finish. We r ok right now. 
B careful.’ Thank God she 
was OK.” 

After discovering what 
happened at the finish and 
learning that his wife was 
safe, the next question for 
the runner became what to 
do next. Like so many other 
stories coming out of this 
horrific event, the 
Wilmington runner was also 
able to share a story of the 
good will of others. 

“The runners were con- 
fused and there was no infor- 


mation to be had. Within 10-. 


15 minutes, many the resi- 
dents of Commonwealth Ave 
started bringing water out 
from their home to give the 
stranded and effectively 
trapped runners,” he said. 
“This was a lifesaver. They 
were filling everything they 
had, water bottles, gallon 
containers, everything with 
water and passing it over the 
fence to the runners.” 

As thankful and apprecia- 
tive as he was for the good 
neighbors, the runner still 
longed to find his wife. 

“After about 15 minutes, I 
asked a policeman what we 
should do and he told me 
that there was a lot of work 
that needed to be done at the 
finish and I should leave and 
make my way home. At 
about 3:30 I started making 
my way to meet my wife. 
This proved extremely diffi- 
cult,” he said. 

“My wife and I had agreed 
to meet at the parking 
garage at 100 Clarendon. As 
I couldn’t walk east, I head- 
ed west. I made my way 


back to the Fenway area, 
then attempted to work my 
way towards the. parking 
garage on foot. I had just 
run 25-plus miles, was dehy- 
drated,; and was only wear- 
ing my running attire. It felt 
extremely cold. And there 
were dozens or possibly hun- 
dreds of runners like me 
walking the streets. Race 
numbers still on. It was 
obvious that most of the run- 
ners impacted were not the 
runners who actually qualify 
for the Boston marathon, but 
those who raise money for 
various charities in order to 
get a number for the race.” 
After several more minutes 
of wandering the streets of 
Boston trying to make his 
way to his' wife, the 
Wilmington resident finally 
was able to make his way to 
the Mass Ave Orange Line 
subway stop where he was 
able to purchase a ticket 
with a $20 bill that he carries 
with him in case of emer- 
gency when he runs. 
“Throughout this whole 
time my wife and I were try- 
ing to communicate via cell 
phone but that was not work- 
ing. Most calls just failed 
and if a call did get through 
it would cut-out in a few sec- 
onds. At one point I remem- 
ber telling her to ‘just get out 
of the city. I’ll find a way out 
and call you later. She 
declined that advice saying 
she wasn’t leaving without 
me,” he said. “The whole 
thing was surreal. It was 
less than 90 minutes from 
the time I stopped running 
on Commonwealth Ave. till 


the time we were safely out 


of town but it seems a lot 
longer.” 

Upon finally meeting with 
his wife, he learned of the 
terror she had experienced 
at the finish line. 

“It was only once we were 
in the car that my wife was 
able to tell me of her ordeal. 
She was entering the finish 
line grandstand from the 
front (street level) when the 
bomb exploded. I estimate 
she was about 75 feet from 
the explosion,” he said. “She 
felt the concussion of the 
first blast. She immediately 
started moving toward the 
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\family members. 


exit, moving west and then 
saw the second explosion as 
she was exiting. The ringing 
in her ears, and the smell of 
sulfur from the first explo- 
sion remained with her 
throughout last evening. 
While I may have been the 
runner, the one everyone 
called and texted to see if I 
was OK, it was my wife who 
was actually the closest to 
the explosion and too close.” 


Katie Chisholm 

Katie Chisholm’s first ever 
marathon will certainly be 
one she will never forget, 
although she never got to 
complete the 26.2 mile 
course. The Wilmington res- 
ident completed nearly 21 
miles of the Boston 
Marathon on Monday before 
the terrorist bombs stopped 
her dream of finishing the 
world’s most famous race. 

“I was around mile 21 of the 
race when it was stopped. 
About five to ten minutes 
before we were officially 
stopped, we saw several 
cruisers and police motorcy- 
cles flying by us on the race 
course,” Chisholm _ said. 
“Shortly thereafter, officers 
stopped us and told us the 
race was over because there 
had been an "incident" at the 
finish line and the race was 
being stopped. We didn't 
find out anything else until 
we could reach family and 
friends via phone and were 
told there were two explo- 
sions.” 

Chisholm was able to 
reconnect with her family 
after a short time, but while 
was waiting she was able to 
help several other runners 
connect with their family 
members, 

“The runners were brought 
into a church at BC to stay 
warm, and we were given 
food, water, mylar blankets, 
and medical attention for 
anyone. who needed it,” 
Chisholm said. “The BC 
EMTs were very helpful dur- 
ing all of this. Many runners 
didn't have their cell phones, 
so I allowed many to use my 
phone to call or text worried 
I also 
seemed to have one of the 
only phones that could pick 
up a signal. I was fortunate 
because my family had been 
at mile 19 to see me, and 
were still close enough to 
loop back in their car and 
pick me up. I'm not sure 
how long everyone was held 
in the church before being 
bussed somewhere else or 
released from the church.” 

The day after the marathon 
Chisholm was able to pick up 
her belongings and receive 
the medal she had worked so 
hard to earn. Unfortunately 
what should have been one 
of the happiest moments of 
her life was one filled with 
thoughts of the horrible 
events of the day before. 

“I went into Boston today to 
get my race bag which I had 
dropped at Athlete's Village 
in Hopkinton before the race. 
It was definitely a very sur- 
real feeling,” Chisholm said. 
“T picked up my bag and was 
given my marathon medal. 
It was definitely a very bit- 
tersweet moment, as this 
was my first marathon ever, 
and although I was happy to 
receive a medal, the feeling 
is not the one I had always 
wished for. Feelings of hap- 
piness have quickly given 
way to anger and sadness for 
those who were directly 
impacted, injured, or lost 
lives or loved ones.” 

So far, two of three victims 
have been identified: 8-year- 
old Martin Richard of 
Dorchester and 29-year-old 
Krystle Campbell of 
Medford. Boston University 
announced late Tuesday that 
a third victim is a Boston 
University graduate student 
and Chinese national, who 
was watching the race with 
two friends. One of the other 
friends was injured and 
remains hospitalized. The

university is not releasing 
the victim's name until it 
has permission to do so from 
the family. 

According to Rep. Stephen 
Lynch, who has known the 
Richard family for 25 years, 
young Martin Richard was 
at the race with several 
members of his family, 
including his father, Bill, 
who had run the race in the 
past but had skipped the 
marathon this year because 
of an injury. 

The family had gone to get 
ice cream and had returned 
to watch runners along 
Boylston Street when they 
witnessed the first blast, 
according to Lynch. He said 
the family immediately tried 
to move off the sidewalk into 
the street, in an attempt to 
get away from buildings out 
of fear of another blast, 
That’s when the second 
bomb struck, killing Martin 
and severely injuring his 
mother, Denise, and his six- 
year-old sister, Jane. 

Campbell's father, William 
Campbell, said Krystle was a 
"wonderful, wonderful girl" 
who had gone to the finish 
line to watch her friend's 
boyfriend run the race 
Monday. 

"This was a cowardly and 
heinous act," Obama said 
Tuesday morning in a brief 
address. He said the bombs 
are being investigated as an 
act of terrorism, but empha- 
sized that authorities do not 
know who is responsible for 


it.. "We will find whoever. 


harmed our citizens and we 
will bring them to justice," 
he said. 

The president ordered that 
all flags at public buildings 
be flown at half-staff. 

On Tuesday morning, 


Boylston Street remained 


closed, but Boston officials 
reopened some of _ the 
perimeter around the site of 


. the explosions. Boston Police 


Commissioner Ed Davis 
called the area "the most 
complex crime scene we've 
dealt with in the history: of 
our department." A 12-block 
area remains closed to the 
public. 

Congressman John Tierney 
released a statement on 
Tuesday morning stating 
that all hands are on deck 
for help and assistance for 
those in need. 

“As we learn more Sieut 
the senseless act of violence 
that took place at the Boston 
Marathon yesterday, we 
must continue to ensure that 
federal, state, and _ local 
authorities have the 
resources and support they 
need to find those responsi- 
ble and keep our city and 
state safe,” he said in a pre- 
pared statement. “We have 
already seen so many first 
responders and National 
Guard members, including a 
veteran on my staff, who are 
assisting Boston police and 
the FBI, attend to the men, 
women and children who 
were tragically attacked and 
work to ensure all security 
precautions are being taken. 
I thank them for their brav- 
ery and service. 

“My heart goes out to those 
personally impacted and I 
will continue to keep the vic- 
tims and their family and 
friends in my thoughts.”

When Michael Gautreau 
began the Boston Marathon, 
he had no thoughts of any 
danger, except for the diffi- 
culty of the race ahead. 
This was Gautreau’s second 
time with the Boston 
Marathon, which he partici- 
pated in as part of a charity 
called the McCoy 
Foundation. The McCoy 
foundation is dedicated to 
combating MS and 
Alzheimer’s. Gautreau was 
assisted in his fundraising 
by fellow Wilmington locals 
Jimmy Castellano and Billy 
Campbell. Gautreau raised 


over $3,800 for the founda-_ 


tion this year alone. 

But this year’s Boston 
Marathon will not be 
remembered for the tri- 
umphs and achievements of 
the dedicated runners. 

“It was just kind of a chaot- 
ic day,” an exhausted 
Gautreau summed up the 
next day. 

As Gautreau neared the 
finish line, he slowed to 
share high fives and cele- 
brate with family and 
friends. Seconds after he 
crossed the finish line and 
was escorted by race admin- 
istration to receive food, 
water and blankets, two 
explosions shook the city. 


could not get access. 
Desperate, he went to a tent 
which was loaded with cellu- 
lar devices for runners to 
contact family and friends 
after the marathon. While 
his first attempt failed, 
Gautreau’s second call 


* made it through to his fami- 


ly and he was told that they 
had not been injured in the 
blasts. 

The same preparation he 
had undergone to train for 
the marathon now came in 
handy as Gautreau tried to 
make sense of the newly 
chaotic nature of the day. 
Remaining cool under pres- 
sure and pushing forward 
despite hardship, these qual- 
ities were transferred over 
from athletic training to 


making it through the chaos 
of the attack. 
“That’s how you _ get 


through a marathon, and 
that’s how you get through 
life. You have to be mental- 
ly tough,” Gautreau said. 
Assured of his family and 
friends’ well-being, 
Gautreau joined other run- 
ners in trying to make sense 
of what had happened and 
where to go. He met and 
assisted others who were 
struggling with both shock 
from the bombs and the 
physical trauma of the race 
itself. He encountered a

blocked off, and you’re in 
the middle with just all rac- 
ers. I think it was just . a 
panic mode.” 

Gautreau reserved a ate 
deal of praise for the first 
responders who worked to 
reassert order over the fran- 
tic scene. 

“I think all the first respon- 
ders did a great job. They 
had to clear the area just to 
get some air in there. Thank 
God I was seven minutes 
faster because seven min- 
utes slower and_ that 
could’ve been me. I think I 
could’ve been right there:”. 

As he made his way out of 
the city with his family and 
friends, thoughts turned: to 
those who had not been so 
lucky. Gautreau felt sympa- 
thy for the many travelers 
from out of state and coun- 
try who had come to Boston 
for the marathon, and were 
now adrift in a confused and 
unfamiliar place. And; of 
course, the victims were 
fresh in everyone’s minds.. 

“You definitely feel terrible 
for all the victims,” 
Gautreau said. “I hope that 
everyone comes together 
next year.” 

As time has passed, féel- 
ings of anger, confusion and 
grief have settled on every- 
one, The people of Boston, 
of Massachusetts and the

Before the start of the 117th 
. annial Boston Marathon 
Monday, Wilmington’s Steve 
Gabardi would have told you 
he'd: be disappointed if he 
didn’t finish the race. Four 
hours into his effort, 
Gabardi had about six miles 
to go, when the event was 
halted due to the two explo- 
sions near the finish line 
that sent the city into chaos. 
Gabardi no longer cared he 
wasn’t able to complete his 
first attempt in the presti- 
gious Patriots Day run. 

“T never got to complete 
my - first marathon, but 
knowing that all my friends, 
colleagues, and family are 
safe, I could not be happier,” 
Gabardi said. “I can only 
hope that those admitted to 
our local hospitals will pull 
this out and recover quick- 
ly.” ; 

In an instant, Gabardi’s 
perspective changed from 
his both humorous and seri- 
ous take of himself compet- 
ing in the race to the mere 
melancholy thought of just 
being lucky to return home 
safely. 

“I met my brother after 
mile marker 17 and got my 
second wind and picked up 
the pace a bit,” Gabardi 
said. “This was the first time 
since I started this journey 
that I thought, ‘I am actual- 
ly going to finish this race.’ 
It was after mile marker 20, 
about four hours into the run 
that I started to think things 
were not right. Police were 
driving up and down the 
course. There was a medical 
tent after mile 20, and that is 
where we were told of what 
was going on and that we 
could not continue our race.” 
A little before that mark, 
though, Gabardi and a 
bunch of other runners, not 
yet. informed of the news, 
had run around a median in 
the road past the police on 
motorcycles making their 
onto the scene to start the 
halt of the runners. 

“We ran around them and 
then I thought maybe they 
were just shutting the race 
down,” Gabardi said. “I 
knew I was slow, but I didn’t 
think that slow.” 


«& 


Soon after, as his wife and 
children were heading home 
from Hopkinton, his brother, 
Mike, informed him _ by 
phone of the real reason the 
race was being called off. 

And with that, all of the 
jovialness that Gabardi had 
exuded about how a big man 
like him could possibly run 
the race in the first place 
seemed hollow. 

Minutes before the tragic 
events occurred at the 
Marathon at about 2:50 p.m. 
Monday, Gabardi, though 
struggling to keep the pace 
he wanted, was still in the 
same good spirits that have 
become the trademark of his 
friendly demeanor. He ran 
the first half of the 
Marathon in about 2 hours 
and 40 minutes and later 
said with humor that “things 


got much slower, as if it was-, 


n’t slow enough.” 

“But,” he continued, “I was 
impressed that people 
stayed out on the course and 
cheered so loud to get me to 
keep going, screaming my 
name - I had my name on 
my jersey -and words of 
encouragement. It was unre- 
al.” 

Gabardi had plenty of com- 
pany and support at the 
race. He was running in 
part to raise money for 
research in kidney disease. 
Gabardi is employed as a 
pharmacologist in the renal 
transplant division at 
Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital and as a professor 
of medicine at Harvard 
University. 

“It was wonderful for me to 
do this with four of the most 
incredible and caring kidney 
doctors at Brigham and 
Women's Hospital, as well as 
20-plus other colleagues and 
friends from the hospital,” 
Gabardi said. “Early [in the 
race], my nervousness 
quickly turned to determina- 
tion when I met my wife and 
children at mile two. I would 
not be fast but I was deter- 
mined to finish.” 

While that was not possible 
considering Gabardi was in 
his 20th mile when the event 
was cancelled, Gabardi 
expressed how grateful he 
was that his entourage was 
safe and sound. | 


“I am happy that all of my 
Team Kidney members and 
their families are safe,” 
Gabardi said. 

He is also glad he ran the 
race after he went through 
the rigorous training. 

Gabardi got his weight 
down from 265 pounds to 240, 
but said he gained 10 back 
after he suffered a calf 
injury playing soccer in a 
men’s league with many of 
the Wilmington youth soccer 
coaches. 

Gabardi, now 38, had 
played soccer his first two 
years at Butler University in 
1994-95, while pursuing his 
doctorate degree in pharma- 
cy. An injury (he broke a 
bone in his foot) and the 


- heavy course load ahead 


prompted Gabardi to end his 
soccer career at Butler. 
Taking summer classes to 
complete his degree faster, 
he graduated from the 
seven-year pharmacy pro- 
gram in six years, in 1999. 
Living in North Reading, 
where he grew up, Gabardi 
then did his residency at 
Tufts Medical Center, before 
moving to Tewksbury. Since 
2004, he has lived in 
Wilmington with his wife 
Betsy and two children, 
Dominic, 8, and Luca, 6. 


Since he had gained a lot of 


weight in college, Gabardi 
thought it might be helpful 
to play soccer again while 
training for the Marathon. 
“I thought this might be 
the impetus to get me mov- 
ing again,” he said. “It stim- 


ulated things.” 
Gabardi said his basic 
training program also 


included regular 10-12 mile 
runs, noting his longest was 
17. 

“I figured if I can finish 
{the Marathon] in six hours 
or less and jog more than I 
walked while raising funds 
for something near and dear 
to my heart, I’'d be happy,” 
he said. 

But he added ro the 
day, “I am upset that such a 
thing would happen to inno- 
cent people that were partic- 
ipating in this event and 
those that were enjoying the 
activities. It is stunning.”

. “Inever thought that it was 

a bomb,” Gautreau said. “I 
thought it actually was an 
Edison manhole or a trans- 
former or something like 
that. I looked back and it, it 
startled me for a second but 
then I thought, ‘I just passed 
my family and they were on 
that side.’” 

Gautreau hurried to try 
and re-join his family, only 
to find that officials had 
blocked off the area and he 


woman who had lost a hus- 
band to the September 11th 
attacks, and another woman 
who was struggling to 
regain physical equilibrium 
after the marathon and was 
becoming sick. 

“You’re in that initial, ‘Oh, 
thank God I’m done,’ and 
then when I looked back I 
was just, ‘Oh my God.’” 
Gautreau recalled. 
“Remember, both sides of 
Boylston Street are all

country as a whole now 
struggle with feelings of 
confusion and the desire for 
retribution. 

Gautreau has no intention 
of allowing these acts of 
cowardice and murder to 
deter him from continuing 
to use the marathon to raise 
money for medical research. 

“Yl do the marathon again 
because they’re not going to 
scare me away from it,” he 
said.

WILMINGTON -- In their 
first two games, _ the 
Wilmington High School 
Baseball team scored a total 


of two runs, losing both 
times. And for Tewksbury, 
Monday morning was their 
first game of the season, so 
you would expect the bats to 
be a little bit rusty. 

And when the two teams 
met, the bats were rusty on 
both sides, but Wildcat 
freshman southpaw Jackson 
Gillis looked as if he was a 
poised veteran in mid-sea- 
son form. He dominated the 
Redmen bats to a tune of 
giving up six hits but strik- 
ing out 15 batters helping 
Wilmington come away with 
a 3-1 win held at Scanlon 
Memorial Field. 

Wilmington scored all 
three of its runs in the bot- 
tom of the first inning on 
three hits and a walk, and 
managed just one hit the 
rest of the way off Zak 
DiRocco, who was terrific in 
the final five innings. But 
his counterpart Gillis was 
superb the entire way, 
which included striking out 
six batters‘in a row at one 
point, and striking out the 
final two batters with two 
runners on in the sixth, and 
the final batter with two 
runners on in the seventh. 

“The story of the game 
was their kid on the 
mound,” said Redmen coach 
Ron Drouin.

About ten minutes after 
Michaud had just finished 
the race in four hours and 
just over two minutes, he 
heard two explosions just 
seconds apart at about 2:50 
pm as he was receiving 
water from staff attendants 
about 150 yards away. 

“I had just crossed the fin- 
ish line and got my medal 
around my neck,” Michaud 
said. “I finished just before

it happened.” 

Those who didn’t finish 
had to be turned away from 
the Marathon’s path as the 
event was abruptly conclud- 
ed while officials tended to 
the horrific scene. 

Michaud spoke to the Town 
Crier while he and a few 
family members and friends 
were driving back to 
Tewksbury from Boston a 
little after 5pm. A friend of 
Michaud’s had parked near 
the Wentworth Institute of 
Technology. 

“After crossing the finish 
line, I heard loud explosions 
and was wondering where 
my family and friends were, 
hoping everyone was okay,” 
Michaud said. “I was con- 
cerned, because my parents 
and sister and other family 
members and friends were 
around the area.” 


Michaud’s fans had started 
their day viewing the 
Marathon near the

“Everyone is okay,” 
Michaud said thankfully. 

Michaud was running his 
first Boston Marathon in 
memory of his grandfather 
who passed away 17 years 
ago of a lung-related cancer 
and in honor of his grand- 
mother who has been bat- 
tling breast cancer for 17 
years. “Different sides of 
the family,” Michaud said, 
noting his grandmother 
became ill soon after his 
grandfather had passed. 
“But she’s clinging on.” 

In running the _ race, 
Michaud said he received 
donations in which all funds 
were to go to the Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute. 
Michaud said he reached out 
to family, friends, and co- 
workers, whose ” generosity 
ranged from'giving a few 
dollars to more than several 
hundred. 

Michaud, 28, was born and 
raised in Lawrence, but 
moved to Tewksbury, where 
his wife, Nicole grew up. 
Nicole and Michaud’s older 
sister, Michelle, along with 
his parents, Mark and 
Denise, were among the 
throng of Michaud’s huge 
extended family cheering 
him on. Michaud said most 
of his family resides on the 
North Shore and _ the 
Southern New Hampshire 
area. 

The tragedy of the day 
muddled what Michaud said 
was an otherwise positive 
experience throughout. 
Michaud said he trained for 
three months “by running 
all around Tewksbury and 
eating healthy.” He said he 
has always stayed in shape 
regularly by jogging and 
doing pushups and sit-ups. 
While Michaud ran track in

in ee Blind Sailing World & International Championships 


In blind sailing events, 
there are four sailors to a 
boat. Two are blind or sight- 
impaired, and the two guides 
are sighted. Competitors are 
divided into three categories, 
depending upon their level of 
sightedness. Keating and 
Chao compete in the B1 divi- 
sion, which is for sailors with 
a visual acuity poorer than 
about 20/8,000 - the least- 
sighted of the three. In the 
past, she competed in the B3 
division, for sailors with a 
visual acuity of between 
20/200 and 20/500, but her 
vision has deteriorated over 
time. 

Her first international 
competition was in Auckland, 
New Zealand, in 1992, and she 
placed fourth in a field that 
included boats from 
Austrialia, Norway, Spain and 
Ireland.- She won her first 
medal, a silver, in England, in 
1997, and then took a bronze 
when ‘the Blind Sailing 
Championships were held in 
Newport, R.I., in'2006. 

"England is really the 
place where I dedicated 
myself to trying to do the best 
I could,” said Keating. "There 
are all kinds of parties and 
events that take place along 
with the regatta, but that was 
the year I really tried to focus 
on sailing.” 

Keating has skipped some 
of the World Championship 
events, and wasn't planning 
on attending this year's regat- 
ta in Japan, until Chao con- 
vinced her. The two have 
intermittently competed with 
other sailing partners in the 
past, but decided to re-join 
this year: 

"Sailing is really Matt's 
life," said Keating. "He enjoys 
it so much, and he's incredi- 
ble, an incredible sailor.” 

The regatta lasts nearly 


two weeks, with eight days of 


racing over: 11 days. Racing © 


days are intense, as the 
sailors are typically compet- 
ing in about a half-dozen 
races per day. Obviously, the 
sighted guides play a primary

What happens when a person 


is exposed to loud sounds 


On April 15, 2013 the Boston marathon was interrupted 
abruptly by two explosions at or near the finish line. There 
was chaos. There was:a debris field of glass and other fly- 
ing objects. There was death and destruction. There \ were 


many visible injuries. 


As an audiologist, my mind immediately went to the 
loudness of the explosions. My mind raced to think of the 
damage being done people’s hearing. My mind raced to 
the temporary damage being done to people’s hearing sys- 
tems. And, the permanent damage that will show UBS ‘asa 


result of the loud explosions. 


Some news stations reported that many bystandéry 
eardrums were ruptured as a result of the explosions. 
Ruptured eardrums need immediate medical attention to 
prevent infections. The tympanic membranes (or ear 
drums) keep dirt and debris from entering the middle ear, 
When a person has a hole in the eardrum, dirt and debris 
can enter and possibly cause an infection. 

The loudness of the explosions can cause sensori-neural 
or permanent hearing damage. The only way to determirie 
if permanent damage is present is to have a dime dope auidi- 
ological evaluation by an audiologist. 

Usually when a person is exposed to loud sounds, a terh- 
porary hearing loss is noticed. : This is also true after 
attending a loud concert. This is called a temporary 
threshold shift. But, gradually, the hearing returns. But, 
the hearing may not ‘fully recover based on the loudness: “of 
the noise, and the individual’s resistance. It is wise to. have 


_a complete hearing test immediately, just to document. thie 


loss, even if it is temporary. Then, follow-up with a second 
audiogram ‘to’monitor the improvement, or to docurnent 
the permanent hearing loss. Do not assume the hearing 


will return fully. 


Tinnitus or ringing in the ears can be a symptom, af 
hearing loss. Tinnitus can be temporary or becomé 4 ‘per- 
manent. But, again have a hearing test to record the*hear- 


ing thresholds.

Maintaining or adopting 
a healthy lifestyle involves a 
host of factors.

* Choose the right foods.

If your diet is 
devoid of fruits, vegetables 
and whole grains and the 
dairy products you choose 
are not fat-free or low-fat, 
then this could be why you 
have difficulty maintaining 
a healthy weight. Choose 
low-fat or fat-free, formerly 
known as "skim," milk and 
dairy products instead of 
whole milk for your morn- 
ing cereal or when prepar- 
ing recipes that call for 
cheese. In addition, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention recommend 
eating plenty of fruits, veg- 
etables and whole grains 
each day. 
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Choose Jean meat when 
buying red meat, but don't 
overdo it even if you are 
buying lean meat. Red meat 
once per week might be 
enough to satisfy your crav- 
ing, so enjoy poultry and 
fish for dinner on other 
nights of the week. 

* Alter your recipes. 
Many of the foods you enjoy 
may not be unhealthy. But 
how you prepare those foods 
could be compromising 
their nutritional value or 
unnecessarily adding calo- 
ries and causing weight 
gain. For example, fried 
foods are typically loaded 
with salt and contain more 
calories than foods that are 
baked or grilled. Foods that 
are fried are typically fried 
in oil, and that oil under- 
goes changes to its molecu- 
lar structure during the fry- 
ing process. The molecules 
become harmful free radi- 
cals that can damage the 
body's cells while negative- 
ly affecting your cholesterol 
levels and your body weight. 
Instead of frying foods like 
fish or chicken, grill or bake 
them instead. It's alright to 
occasionally indulge in 
some fried chicken or other 
popular fried foods, but 
keep such indulgences to a 


Another way to alter 
your recipes is to replace 
potentially harmful ingredi- 
ents with lower-calorie 
alternatives. When prepar- 
ing a meal that calls for but- 
ter, choose a more heart- 
healthy alternative such as 
a low-calorie butter spread. 
You likely won't be able to 
taste the difference, but 


Yogurt a healthy choice 


he popularity of yogurt is 
on the rise. According to 
Innoval Market Insights, 
launches of Greek yogurt 
products have increased by 
29 percent in the United 
States. People are drawn to 
the health benefits of 
yogurt, but there are lesser- 
known benefits to yogurt as 
well. 


Yogurt's creamy texture 
is a byproduct of the lactic 
acid present when milk fer- 
ments.
